AT CONCORD. 


The Grand Commandery has arranged for a Templar parade and 
patriotic service at Concord, Mass., on Sunday afternoon, June 3. The 
several commanderies are to report to their division commanders be- 
fore 2.30 o’clock on the athletic field in the rear of the Armory be- 
tween Thoreau and Stowe streets, near the center of the town. The 
route of the parade will be to Monument street, to the battle field at 
Concord bridge and back to the athletic field, where the exercises will 
be held. Major General Erland F. Fish will be Marshal and Hon. Ed- 
win O. Childs of Gethsemane Commandery will give the address. 

All commanderies are to participate. There will be from 3000 to 
5000 men in line, and the event is expected to prove a notable one for 
the town and our order. 

Milford Commandery should be represented by a large delegation. 

The committee appointed at the April conclave has visited Con- 
cord and made arrangement for an agreeable outing. They need your 
vote on your preference as to method of going—whether by bus or 
private autos. 

The bus will cost $25.00. It will seat 33 in the regular seats—40 
by using aisle seats. If 34 go by bus the cost will be 75 cents; if less 
the cost will be divided equally. 

If the decision is for private cars, the committee has arranged 
special parking accommodations for Milford Commandery on the 
grounds of the Greenridge Riding School on Sudbury road, on route 
126, a short distance this side of the railroad crossing. The walk to 
the playground will be less than half a mile. The site was selected to 
keep us out of the tremendous congestion that will be most certain 
anywhere in the centre of the town. It will enable usto get away 
quickly and easily after the exercises are over. 

The charge for parking will be 25 cents per car, to be paid on ar- 
rival. he cars will be under observation, will be parked side by side 
on a special reservation so that you can drive out without waiting for 
anyone to get out of your way. 

The grounds are large and attractive and those who so desire can 
eat lunches there, but we must not leave any refuse on the grounds. 

There will be a luncheon tent on the playgrounds run by the Con- 
cord Post of the American Legion where sandwiches and soft drinks 
may be purchased. 

There is a large sign at the entrance to the riding school, which is 
on the left hand side of the road going towards Concord. We will 
also have our own sign at the entrance. Drive in and park between 
special signs we will have in place directly in front of the riding ring.

on the 28th.
